China and the practical imposition of 
new taxation against all treaty tariff-.

are reclaimed every time the rainfall is 
heavy enough to produce a freshet or 
Hood, but when it is know n that but 
four river settlers moved off their places 


and that ‘’housing in churches consist 
cd of a man and his family who took ad 
vantage of a vacant parsonage the ridi­ 
culous part of the entire proceeding is 
evident, 
(fur neighbor county received 
some very cheap advertising and was as 
Histed'by the Minneapolis and Duluth 
papers to such an extent that subscrip 
tion lists were started to relieve the set­ 
tlers and others supposed to be in want 
owing to the flooding of practically the 
entire county, if the published reports 
could lie believed. 
Aitkin county is one 
of the best agricultural counties of the 
state and its advantages in that line and 
as a stock raising region were just becom­ 
ing known to the outside world and it 
was reaping the benefit of judicious ad 
vertising when these distorted reports 
were sent out which will have the effect 
af retarding the settlement and keeping 
out prospective land buyers until it is 
generally understood that the “Aitkin 
flood” vvas not what it seemed on the 
surface.

Judge W. S. McClenahan yesterday 
afternoon denied the petition of the 
Minnesota Canal and Power company 
in an important proceeding commenced 
in the district about a year ago, which 
has to do witIi the diverting of the wa­ 
ters which flow’ north in the northern 
part of St. Louis county so that they 
will How south, the purpose being to 
run the waters down to the head of tho 
lakes for the proposed big water power 
plant, which project, it is said if put 
through will cost several million dol­ 
lars. 
The scheme of the power company is 
to build dams in the lakes and streams 
in the northern part of the state. 
Tho 
principal lake is Birch lake. 
The water 
Hows north there and the object was to 
dam the outlet and divert the water in 
a southerly direction and by creating 
reservoirs, building dams, digging can­ 
als run the water down to the heights 
above Duluth. 
At the heights there is 
a fall of HOU feet and it is k thought the 
plant would be the greatest in the 
northwest. 
The petition of the water power com­ 
pany. which has been heard before 
Judge McClenahan in this city, asked 
the court that a commission be appoint­ 
ed to assess the damages which might 
arise from the proposed project. 
The Koochiching corporation, of In­ 
ternational Falls, are the principal an­ 
tagonists to this scheme. 
They claim 
that on account of their proposed great 
water power project at International 
Falls that it would work a great injury: 
that the diversion of the waters would 
lessen the head. 
A great mass of testimony was taken 
in the matter and considerable interest 
has been manifested. 
Judge McClenahan denied the peti­ 
tion on the ground that he thought 
that the articles of incorporation of the 
water power company were not such 
that he could grant them the privileges 
they asked. 
The same proceedings have also been 
before Judge Cant at Duluth. In fact St. 
Louis county is the real base of opera­ 
tion. Judge Cant granted the petition 
as effecting that district and appointed 
the commission. 
The case will be carried to the su­ 
preme court.

And it is then that, ac­ 
cording to the tradition of m any adults 
as well as of boys, dogs most frequent 
ly g * mad 
AH nations and races of 
civilization apparently have had a pc 
riot I during the sum m er known as dog 
days when m any m aladies w ere s u p ­ 
posed to be common. But tile m adness 
cf dogs, hydrophobia, w as never ass j el­ 
ated with dog d a y s by the ancients. 
Dog days are a rather indefinite pe­ 
riod, according to this green si urn rule, 
but there is a disagreem ent of authori­ 
ties as to w hen dog -lays really do be­ 
gin and end. According to the diction­ 
ary, “dog days are part of tin* year 
about the tim e of the heliacal rising of 
tho dog star. Sirius”—that is. when the 
dog star rises in conjunction with the 
sun or as nearly in conjunction as may 
be observed. 
Various dates from July 
3 to Aug. I .j have been assigned for 
the beginning of dog days, and they 
are given various durations of from 
thirty to ii fry days. 
It seem s to have been from the helia­ 
cal rising of Sirius tin t tin* ancients 
m ost com m only reckoned the dog days. 
Thus at the present tim e d >g days 
would begin July 3 and will end Aug. 
l l . 
Sirius is the brightest star in the 
heavens, and it was easy to associate 
the m utual heat of the brightest star 
and of the sun with the hottest and 
most unkindly period of the year. H ip ­ 
pocrates c u n R. ( ’a declared the dog 
days to be tin* most unhealthy part of 
Hie summer. 
D og d a y s a re continually dropping 
farther b ack iii 
the calendar. 
Now 
they are tw e l v e days behind the sched­ 
ule to whit Ii they held in the period of 
the pharaohs, 
in time Sirius m ay rise 
in the dead of winter. The E gyptians 
m aintained that the ilrst indication of 
tile rise of the Nile took p lace on the 
m orning of tho longest day. when, as 
they said, the sun and Sothis (Sirius) 
rose together. They attributed the rise 
of the river entirely to the great heat 
generated by this sta r in conjunction 
i with Hie sun. 
i 
Sirius is situated in the mouth of the 
I constellation <'nills Major (the “great 
i dog"). 
The Latin name of dog days 
w a s “d ies canicularis,” and from this 
conies 
the 
term 
“canicular 
year,” 
which w a s known among the E g y p ­ 
tians anil Ethiopians, 
it w a s com puted 
from one heliacal rising of Sirius to 
the n ext aud consisted ordinarily of 
j 305 days, every fourth year h aving 3G0 
d ays.—Chicago News.
